The Experiment Could Be Liberally Explosive 


HAT sincere and tortured ideologist, 
Mr. Walter Gordon, said a few days 
ago that the Liberal party would be 


defeated at the next election if it were 


*-controlied-by its right — 
wing. Only its left 


wing could hope to 
win. This speech pre- 
sumably was read by 
Mr, J. W. Pickersgill, 
an abler colleague, 
who regards ideology 
as unworkable in 
Canada and _anti- 


Gordon ever read 
Mr. Pic kersgill's 
classic work on Liberalism? One is 
almost inclined to ask whether Mr, 
Gordon has ever met Mr. Pickersgill-in 
the flesh. In print, at any rate, the two 
men are strangers. 

Compare, for example, Mr. Gordon's 
latest attack on the right wing of 
Liberalism with Mr. Pickersgill’s defini- 
tive book, The Liberal Party, wherein he 
writes as follows: 

“It fs fashionable now for political 


writers to ask whether the Liberal party 
is moving to the Right or Left, as though 


one. of these directions marked reaction - 


and the other progress. Historically the 
political terms Right and Left belong to 
those who regard politics as a class 
struggle. 'The Liberal party has never 
accepted the idea that conflict between 
classes is essential to political progress 
or that progress will result from class 
war . In the Liberal view progress is 
made by moving forward and not by 
moving sideways, efther to Left or Right. 

In moving to the Left and regarding 
politics as a kind of class war, Mr. 
Gordon collides with Mr. Pickersgilt and 
most of the cabinet. But there is nothing 
new here. The collision has been under 
way, with repeated accident and blood- 
shed, since the government took office 
four years ago, That the cabinet should 


be divided between two wings is now 
taken almost as the norm of politics, 
along with a Conservative party divided 
between factions too numerous to count. 


- ‘The only real news in Mr. Gordon's Poor 


speech is the announcement that he has 
not re-entered the cabinet to remain 
silent, reasonable and non-ideological, as 
Mr. Pearson undoubtedly hoped. Already

Those policies fall into two rough 
divisions. On the one hand, he would 
continue to inflate the currency so far as 
inflation was needed, in his judgment, to 
stimulate the economy. On the other, he 
would restrict foreign goods and invest- 
ment so far as restriction was needed to 
save the nation’s. sovereignty from

Whether he belongs to the Right or 
Left is not worth arguing in practical 
politics, He alone has raised these fine- 
spun ideological questions which will not 
interest his colleagues. What alone

Of Small Account 


The fate of the government will be of 
small account compared with the non- 
ideological question raised by Mr.

“characters” and might 
quibble about counting any of 
themi* dramatically unneces- 
sary, the general reader will 
find this a pleasant browsing 
book, placing familiar and not- 
so-familiar passages in a 
novel arrangement.

The idea of this book is 
exeellent. A record. of an 
entire production, with its

speare and the theatre. 

But Redfield threw away an

In Time To Grow Up H. W. 
Tame takes what is perhaps 
the best way out. He concerns 
himself merely with the 
physical, and as regards these 
other issues contents himself 
with the unexceptionable re- 
mark that “although he (the 
adolescent boy) is capable of 
sexual intercourse, a restraint 
is imposed upon him by.. the 
society in which he lives.” 

Parents and teachers should 
then be able to promote the 
discussion and thought that 
the book will inevitably give 
rise to. ; 

This is a sensible book. 


At ‘Growing Up’ 


It contains much informa- 
tive material that is relevant 
but not central to the subject. 
This has the distinct advan 
tage that the sexual act itself, 
by being’ set amongst details 
of a baby’s growth in the 
womb, simple explanations of 
genes and chromosémes and 
other such, does not become 
disproportionately important.

Nothing Else, Like Grand National 


The Grand National is more than a horse race. It is to the 
horseplayer as the Louvre is to the art afficionado, There is 
nothing quite like it. Todd's impressions, via Ian Ross, tell you 
why... 

“My first impféssion of Aintree is the immensity of the 
course—2\ miles_around and nearly 30 yards across. 
_The Grand National is the third race, a steeplechase for 
six-year-olds and ‘older at four miles and 856 yards. The 
winner’s share is £15,879 10s plus a gold trophy valued at 
£1,000, There are 44 starters, weighted from 168 pounds on 
What a Myth down to Foinavori 140. 

“There are 30 fences, 4% to five feet tall, _and three to six 
feet wide, spaced at 100-yard intervals. & 

“There is little chance for a longshot to win as the course 
is so long and the jumps so high an average horse won't keep 
up. All the best horses would have to fall or refuse a jump 
before a horse like Foinavon could win. 

“Previous to race day, bookmakers were giving odds at 500- 
1 that Foinavon would not win and 100-1it wouldn't finish inthe 
first four. 

“T bet on nine different horses to win, five shillings on 
each. 


Pyjamas, etc., and Still Shivering 


“F-have-picked-out-# grassy slope to-watch the race-T-am_— 
miserably cold even though I have my pyjamas on underneath 
my regular clothes, a sweater, jacket overcoat and plastic 
raincoat on top of everything. 

“Finally the horses are called to the roll-call area, the 
green flag goes.up and the announcer says “The horses are 
under starter’s orders,’ 

“The barrier goes up and the horses are running towards 
the first jump, 44 of them spread out the entire width of the 
track. This is a most beautiful picture. 

“At the first fence the second favorite Bassnet (9-1) falls, 

as do two other horses. At the third jump Vulcano goes up 
poorly and its hind legs become embedded in the entwinded 
gorse and twigs. The jockey is hanging around the horse's neck 
and another horse leaps right into it. There is a thud of colliding 
flesh. Both jockeys go flying. 
"_ “$t. John Ambulance men rush to. the fallen jockeys. A van. 
drives up and a vet jumps over to examine one of the fallen 
horses. He calls for a screen, steps behind it. After a minute 
there is a single shot. This is a sickening thing to experience. 


Riderless Horses, Collided and Fell 


“The field has completed the first circuit and the 
announcer is saying how remarkable it is that so many horses 
are still in the race. 

“As they go past.the grandstand two tiring horses are 
pulled up. One is Anglo, last year’s winner. There are still 25 to 
30 horses running, close together, including two riderless 
horses. They can’t get out because the course is closed in. 

“Behind the bunched field are 4 or 5 stragglers, still with 


packed houses,

“The main field clears the 22nd fence and heads’ for the 
23rd. The riderless horses decide they have jumped enough for

“There are so many horses lying on the approach side of the 
fence that half of it falls on them, making the jump twice or 
three times. its normal width.

It is doubtful Fahy genus, 
or group, inthe vegetable 
kingdom produces so. many 
distinct forms of vegetation 
for the use of man. 

Cabbage ‘produces a ball of 
leaves, the entire ball being 
cut before the leaves unfold 
From — sprouting —broccoli__we 
cut the clusters of flower buds 
that form at the end of each 
shoot. 

Cauliflower makes one large 
head of flower buds which is 
removed’ for. food before the 
flowers open. Brussels sprouts 
are not grown for either 
leaves or flower buds, but for 
the growth buds which form 
in the axil of the leaves. 

TOP QUALITY 

All the brassicas grow well 
in this climate, in fact Van- 
couver Island is recognized 
for producing top-quality seed 
of these crops. But,,in spite of 
our standing in the seed 
trade, we cannot say that all 
home gardeners on the Island 
experience unqualified su c- 
cess, 

Since the last half of April 
is the time to set out these 
plants in the garden, a few 
pointers on their cultivation 
should be! timely. It is worth 
noting here that we now set 
out the plants; the seed was 
sown six weeks ago. 

Our mental attitude towards 
the cabbage patch leads us to 
believe that brassicas enjoy 8 
poor soil,.a soil unsuited for 
growing other vegetables. 
WRONG IDEA : 

This is wrong thinking, for 
in the market garden they are 
given pride of place as far as 
soil is concerned, and plenty 
of plant food to keep them 
plump and happy. 2 

The ideal piece of ground is 
an area that was heavily 


manured last summer or fall, -<1 


for another crop. Since an 
area of this type is unlikely to 
be present in the home 
garden, the next best is a spot 
prepared this spring by incor- 
porating plenty of the well- 
rotted manure that is now 
available. 

This well-rotted manure 
‘supplies. the humus from 
which the stalks, roots, buds 
and leaves are made, and it 
also holds the moisture 
around the roots which is so 
essential to success with the 
brassicas., 

Sweetness and fine texture,
